The first state election this year 


having any bearing on the presidential 
contest is that Oregon held to-day, 
and for this reason considerable inter- 
est is being manifested in the result 
which is in doubt, as both political par- 
ties admit. MeKinley carried the state 
KtateinlSSC by a plurality of only 2.117 
in a. total vote of 97,337, of -which 
the 


PiUmer-Buckner Democrats cast 99 
and the Prohibitionists 913. On a 
vote of g.1,513 in 1S9S tne Republican 
ticket was elected by a plurality of 1,0.- 
74-1. while the populists polled 2S66, and 
Prohibitionists 2,213. 


Atthe election there to-day there are 


to be chosen a Judge of the Supreme 
••Court.:1. Food and Dairy Commissioner, 
tv.'o two Representatives in Congress 
aud seventy-five members of the Legis- 
lature. It is believed that the active 
contest will be over the Congressmen. 
The Republicans have 
sominuted 


Thomas H. Tongue ami Malcom A. 
.Moody, and the Democrats have named 
Dr. Bernard Daly and William C. 
"Smith. 0aiy has preserved his party 
regularity, although not. in sympathy 
•with the 30 to Ipdea and Smith is an. 
•uncompromising 'advocate of silver. 
The Democratic ticket is practically a 
fusion of the Democratic. Silver Re- 
publican and Populist elements. The 
Republican platform endorses the Re- 
publican administration, the course of 
the party in Congress and 
favors 


President McKlnley's reiiomination. 
The Democratic party condemns im- 
perialism, militarism and the Porto 
Rico and Dingley tariffs. It supports 
the Chicago platform, the ultimate .in- 
dependence of the Philippines and of- 
fers .sympathy to the Boers. 


The Democratic ticket, as the result 


of 
the 
fusion movement, will be 


strengthened by the support of the 
.Populists, .the Silver jfeptiblicans, as 
well as the Prohibitionists, who. from 
•all accounts, have put no ticket in the 
field, therefore it is evident the elec- 
tion in Oregon will cause the Demo- 
cracy to put forth their best efforts be- 
cause the prospects of success at the 
polls are most encouraging as matters 
now stand. In this connection It is 
well to remark that while the fusion 
allies appear to be. united, the Repub- 
publicans are not altogether harmon- 
ious.

Moody and Senator McBride, whose 
successor is to be elected by the new 
Legislature, voted for the Porto Rican 
bill. Senator Simon voted against it 
He :s now the leader of the Republican 
party in Oregon, and it Is said that he 
is averse to the re-election of Senator 
ilcBrifle, although sincerely desirous 
of the election 
of the 
Republican 


Legislature. 
While Oregon is nor- 


mally Republican, it has an independ- 
ent constituency. It Is not believed 
that tho Democrats can make any 
gains on the money question; but 
they are vigorously attacking 
the 


general policy of tho administration. 
particulars' its attitude towards the 
•colonies. 


Aside from Oregon there are six 


•other States to hold elections prior to 
the presidential election of November, 
and they will come in the following 
order: North Carolina, August 2; Ala- 
bama, August 6; Arkansas, September 
2; 
Vermont, September 4; Maine, 


September 10, and Georgia, October 3. 
The outcome in North Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Vermont and Georgia 
cannot be expected to have much poli- 
tick! significance, except as showing 
Bryan will carry four of the States as 
he did !n 1896, and MeKinley one. The 
elections In Maine and Oregon are un- 
usually watched with considerable In- 
terest, however, for any bearing they 
"ay have on the presidential contest.

Parkersburg, \V. Va., June 4.—T.v: 


Democratic state convention will me=i 
here at noon Wednesday to select dc'e- 
gates and alternates-ut-large to the 
Kansas City convention and to nomi- 
nate a full state ticket, including nom- 
inees for governor and all minor stale 
officers. Considerable interest is tafcea 
in the selection of the new state com- 
mittee for the reason that the Demo- 
crats propose to organize for the most 
vigorous esrapEigri ever conducted hi 
the state. The Democrats had au un- 
broken succession o! power in this 
state until 1S9S. when Bryan failed to 
get its electoral vote, and since that 
time the Democrats of West Virginia 
have lost everything. The Republicans 
now have-not only both United States 
senators, Elhins and Scott, and the 
congressmen, but also Governor Atkin- 
son and all the state offices and insti- 
tutions, and everything that goes with 
the general assembly, as they have had 
a majority in the last two legislatures. 


The turning point was in the last 


presidential campaign, and the Demo- 
crats are endeavoring to secure control 
of the state again in this presidential 
years, when there is really much more 
at stake than there was four years ago. 
The term of Senator Stephen B. Elkins 
expires next March, and he is the Re- 
publican leader who is credited more 
than any one man with reversing the 
political control of the state in recent 
years. He is the principal target for 
attack by the Democrats this time. 


The convention will consist of 943 


delegates, 473 being necessary to a 
choice. The temporary organization of 
the convention will not be made until 
the state committee meets here on 
Tuesday evening, but it is understood 
that Hon. W. A. MacCorlile of Charles- 
ton. W. Va., who was the last Demo- 
cratic governor of this state, will most 
likely he seleste:! for temporary chair- 
man of the convention.

secretary .of etate for war, has received 
the followtes-£rom Lord Roberts, dated 
Orange Grove; June 2: "Johannesburg 
is auiet. The people are surrendering 
arms and ponies. 
Only three Boer 


guns were left in the fort. The Queen's 
Lancers captured, May 30. a Creusot, 
with 11 wagon-s of stores and ammuni- 
tion. Commandant Botha of Zoutpans- 
berg, his field cornet and 100 prisoners 
were taken in the fighting around Jo- 
hannesburg, some belonging to the 
foreign contingents and the Irish brig- 
ade. The Thirteenth, yeomanry were 
attacked May 29 between Kroonstsi 
and Lindley. There were some cas- 
ualties." 


"Owing to the interruption of the 


telegraph lines I only today received a 
report from Colonel Sprigg that his 
battalion of imperial yeomanry was at- 
tacked between Kroonstad and Lin'd- 
ley, May 29. Casualties to follow. The 
shops in Johannesburg are being 
opened and there seems to be.a gen- 
eral feeling of relief at the peaceful 
outcome of the town. The proclama- 
tion announcing the annexation of the 
Orange Free State was made known at 
Bloomfontein May 26, by General Pret- 
tynian. military governor. It was well 
received."

London, Juno 4.—There is no direct 


news from Pretoria of later date than 
Thursday evening. General French's 
cavalry were then at Irene, eight miles 
south of Pretoria, and firing was heard 
th<>ve. Lord Roberts' messages about 
secondary OpiifiitiJia elsewhere and 
the situation at JGhann'Sskurg, dated 
at Orange Grove , a farm fOtlf miles 
northeast of Johannesburg, show tfcsl 
en Saturday at 9:10 p. m. he was 25 
wiles from Pretoria.

and the British expected hourly. 


Flying among the Boers are reports- 


that the British have been beaten back. 
at Lindley, with heavy loss, that the 
main attack on Elandsfontein failed, 
and Lord Roberts was forced to retire 
to Klipriversburg; that the railway 
has been cut behind him south of Ve- 
reenigning, and that a provision train 
has been captured. Without crediting 
any of the Boer bulletins, everything 
from the field of war behind Lord Rob- 
erts points to a great effort last week 
to paralyze his advance by a bold 
stroke from the eastward at the rail- 
way station north of Bloerofoutein. 
Pour Boer.columns were in moveineat 
seemingly/with' this objective. There 
was a commando in front of General 
Brabant, near Ficksburg; 
another 


faced General Rundle, near Seneka.1; a 
third occupied Lindley and pressed .to- 
ward the railway, and a fourth seized 
Hellbrbn and pushed toward Kroori- 
stad. These operations, assuming them 
to have been independent, all appear 
to have failed. 


A revival of the Boer fighting power 


east of Lord Roberts' advance, al- 
though fruitless, la a symptom that tho 
Boers are not yet crushed. la General 
Bundle's., attack on the' entrenched 
Boers eeven-.tailea east of Senakal, May 
29, the British did not see a Boer all 
day, so Completely were they screened.

losses wired by Lord Roberts were suf- 
fered by the Grenadiers and Scots 
Guards while advancing over a level 
from which the grass had been burned. 
The Britishers in khaki were .a con- 
spicuous target against the black back- 
ground. General Rundle withdrew his 
whole force at sundown to SenekaJ, 
having succeeded in drawing the Boers 
from Ltndley, allowing the threatened 
force to get away safely. 


According to a dispatch to The Daily 


Telegraph from New Castle, dated Sat- 
urday, the Boers exhibit no signs of 
leaving Laing's Nek. Newspaper com- 
mentators here generally regard the 
situation at Pretoria as enigmatical. 
They rather expect news soon of the 
British occupation. 


Boers Will Trek. 


Berlin, June 4.—Dr. Helt2, the Trans- 


vaal state secr«tary, says in the Co- 
logne Gazette that England will re- 
quire a permanent garrison of 50,000 
soldiers in the Transvaal, and that "re- 
bellion may be expected for centuries." 
He believes that many Boers will trek 
to German South Africa.

Spectacle's Magnificence. 


HOW IT ¥AS SEE1T AT KOSIOLS.

The black disk surrounded by a glit- 


tering halo of silvery light, with a 
broad, two iiorucu, fiapiclike -wing of 
pearly luster, stretching off to the 
northwest, and a tapering, convergent 
ray with bright edges reaching to the 
southeast ia a slate bine cinpyacon, 
supported on the tawny orange binds 
of the still illuminated horizon, made 
up the total solar eclipse of 1900, sa.vs 
Harvey MaitUmcl Watts, a correspond- 
ent of the Philadelphia Press. Near 
the northern edge of totality the ob- 
servers at Norfolk could not count on 
the depth of the shadow, possibly only 
at the central lines of totality, but the 
spectacle was none the less magnifi- 
cent, none the less thrilling, none the 
less fraught with a sense of the stu- 
pendous, as the richly yellow light 
from the rapidly decreasing crescent 
took the form of a golden star of un- 
exampled magnitude and, with a rush 
of an evanescent, but pall-like, blue, 
black shadow from the southwest, to- 
tality began. 


Before this the partial phases had 


possessed a special interest, but with 
the advent ot totality all was forgotten 
in the glorious novelty of the climac- 
teric phenomena. The very air seemed 
to tremble in apprehensive shudders, 


'he sky, a steely blue, hard 
riiid 


threatening while the partial phases 
were just concluuiug, took on a deeper 
tinge as the shadow moved through the 
air with a seemingly cnrious pulsation, 
as Sf hesitating to hide tbe brilliant 
orb, still radiant, though but r. speck 
of its fcnaor glory remained. 
This i 


hesitation xvas in the mind, not in na- i 
tare, for a second more aad tbu last I 
starlike gleam from tbe edge of the 
sun was gone, and, instead of the fa- 
miliar orb about the yet black <lisk of 
the moon, the coronal halo was seen 
in extreme brilliancy with the great 
wing stretching to the southeast and 
northwest along the equatorial diame- 
ter, and the rayed glory, spreading 
from the two poles in tufts of pearly 
.ight, alternating with short streamers 
of snow white incandescence. 
The 


general circular halo was of unusual 
jriiliance, while the coronal wings, 
reaching at least four diameters each 
way from the moon's black disk, which 
means a stretch of some four million 
miles into space, were like the eclipse 
of 1STS, in part; but. to the triumph of 
the prophesying astronomers, such as 
Hansky acd snch physicists as Bige- 
ow, were very like the type predicted 
for 1900. 


The wings, however, differed mark- 


edly in character, that stretching to- 
ward the northwest being broad with 


shadow-bands, and yet their absence 
here uiaj not h!,>na their nonexKteuev, 
since: if, Professor W. H. Pickering of 
Harvard is rigltt they are produced By 
;tmosj>Jssri<~ coucUtiCBis that v.'ere not 
presestt during the time- of eclipse. 
Pickering's theory about the shadow 
bands is> that they are due to the inter- 
•feraice of atmospheric currents about 
2.000 feet above the earth, moving at 
different velocities, which accordingly 
produce atmospheric waves, and these 
in turn cause such, an interference o; 
\ight rays as to produce the phenome- 
na noted. 


As the path "of totality was overlaid 


by an area of higli barometer which 
was barely above the normal pressure 
of 30 inches, there v.'as a great uai 
fortuity In the atmospheric masses to 
a great height, and .It Is not believed 
there were any contradictory currents 
that could give the shadow bands. Ou 
the contrary, there was a down sottliag 
of air all along the track, with a sur- 
face wind movement at. Norfolk .from 
the south which did not vary at all 
during the eclipse or even during total- 
ity. 
Curiously enough, at Virginia 


Beach tlie sea breeze from the cast un- 
derridiag the south, wind apparently 
produced the necessary atmospheric 
conditions, for there the shadow bauds 
were observed by a party of scientists 
beaded by G. W. Fiekard of Boston, 
representing the Blue HH1 observatory. 
They were seen to consist of alternate 
bands of dark and light strips, the dark 
about one inch wide and the bright 
streaks about three inches, moving to- 
ward the southwest at a rate of about 
eight feet per second. 
The streaks 


looked like the shadows of a picket 
fence on a rapid march. At Virginia 
Beach de«- formed, there was a slight 
haae and the fall of temperature was 
considerably greater than Inland, nud 
after the eclipse the sea breeze died out 
as;3 the south vind ruled alone. 


Thft fleeting ciiai-acter of the weather 


changes brings to miriil the really sig- 
niiicant weather fact connected with 
the eclipse, and that is its perfect see- 
in;; characteristics. 
Aad this calls at- 


tention to the signal success of Profess- 
or Willis L. Moore in his forecast of 
"perfect eclipse weather," It was per- 
fect and couiii not have been bettered 
all along the line from Xew Orleans to 
Norfolk. 
On Saturday, .May 20, the 


outlook was bad—very bad—but on 
Sunday a very dramatic scene was en- 
acted ia the Washington, office of the 
weather bureau. 
Ivaowing that -=0 


stations, thousands of scientists and 
millions of observers waited anxiously 
for news of the state of tbe ^.reather, 
Professor Moore had special observa- 
tions talceti. and when tbe first synop- 
tic map was drawn and the forecast 
ready he surveyed it with the eye of 
an expert and pronounced the outlook 
unexceptional "clear weather all along 
the line." The wires all through Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Alabama. Georgia, 
South Carolina, Xortb Carolina and 
Virginia were open, waiting for tho 
word that would bring joy or dismay, 
and when the authoritative, unequiv- 
ocal message was sent one could al- 
most hear in the Washington office the 
exultation with which the auspicious 
news was received all along the line. 


The eclipse of 1'JOO has now gone in- 


to history so far as a spectacle is eon-

The lower or southeastern wing 
jr ray was rather narrower than its 
upper equatorial extension and con- 
verged at a point about four diameters

jrlght and certain inequalities of light 
ave it a beautiful streaming effect 


These two great extensions with the 
radiating poiar rays made the eclipse 
all that the mind could conceive of in 
the way of magnificence, even if the 
thin. Crimson atmosphere was not vis- 
ible to the naked eye. 


The central fact about the immediate 


effect of tbe eclipse on the weather 
was that it was largely psychological, 
not physical, the actual change of the 
thermometer being about two degrees 
for the change la tbe temperature of 
the air during totality, falling from 69 
to 07 degrees, while the barometer was 
only affected In the thousandth part of 
aa inch, ranging from 30.301 inches be- 
fore- to 30.10S at the moment of total- 
ity, falling again to 30.105 at 8:5$. The 
thermometer at totality was, however, 
about 4 degrees below "what it should 
have been had the sun not been ob- 
scured, and its weakened rays affected 
the diurnal rise la temperature, which 
at the time of totality, S:53, would 
have reached 71 degrees. . 


The mere fact, however, that the 


burning light of the sun was removed 
from one's face made the physical chill 
leem much greater than the actual 
chill of the air, and sines, by the usual 
association of ideas, the absence of the 
son's rays, the fall of twilight Inevita- 
bly suggests coolness. To many tlie 
eJiill 
very decided and added to 


the general subjective thrill that every 
one felt as this splendid spectacle was 
unfolded to his eyes and, as it were. 
palpably felt by the very body itself as 
one's physical and aerial surroundings 
were enveloped in the steely blue gloom 
that came so swiftly and so swiftly 
departed. 


If the belief In a decided change in 


the .weather conditions were largely 
imagined, so fpr as a point so near the 
edge of totality as Norfolk Is concern- 
ed, there Is contradictory evidence as 
to whether shadow bands also belong 
to the linibs of tlie fancies that are 
bred la the mind's eye. Tliat they are 
Illuslonary haa been suggested by no 
lesa an authority than IVofessor Simoii 


to add -a new and splendid chapter to 
its great record in the domain of solar 
physics, a chapter which should throw 
searching light on the mysteries of tbe 
universe. 


One of the very interesting side is- 


sues of the eclipse is that according to 
mathematical astronomers who saw 
it at Norfolk, the eclipse was live sec- 
onds ahead of the computed time at 
the "beginning and one second longer at 
the end. 
In fact, if Professor New- 


tomb's revisions of the mathematical 
tables made 25 years ago had not been 
in use the eclipse would have been one 
minute ahead of reckoning. 


Professor TVillls L. Moore, who was

The weather was perfect—cool, qnlet 


atmosphere. The corona was like the 
1878 and 1899 type, with polar rays and 
wide equatorial extensions.

In China of which much would have 
been heard in England but for the con- 
centration of the national mind upou 
the war in South Africa, says the Lon- 
don Leader. There is another big in- 
surrection on foot, and a cable mes- 
sage told us a few days ago that it is 
assuming alarming proportions. 
The 


secret societies, as usual, are behind 
the movement, and this time !t is the 
"Boxers" who have been most active. 
They earue Into collision with the im- 
perial troops at 1'en-Chi and gave a 
good account of themselves. The ac- 
tion Is said to have been indecisive, 
which probably means that the impe- 
rial troops were defeated. 
Prior to 


this they had been making themselves 
a terror throughout the province of 
Chi-Li, and. to say nothing of murder- 
ous outrages on. a lot of native Chris- 
tians, hsd assassinated aa English mis- 
sionary nacicd Brooks. 


The '-'Boxers/' known also as the 


"Big Sword society," form only oae of 
many institutions vrith which the Chi- 
nese empire is honeycombed. 
They 


are all actuated by the motives under- 
lying their motto of "Chins For the 
Chinese.-" The "Boxers" made a great 
parade of their loyalty to the tiirone 
aad pretended that it was only tbe 
fan kwe!—the foreign devils—whom 
they wished to drive out 
But the em- 


press dowager knows better, and when 
she fotmd that the governor of Shan?' 
tuns, where i.Uey first broke out, was 
encouraging them taut masterful wom- 
an promptly superseded ,hira. 


Last year's experience with the 


"Black Flags" was doubtless cot for- 
gotten. This society Is made up prin- 
cipally of the pirates and other wilder 
spirits who infest the 
coast 
from 


Amoy down to Hainan. They are the 
men who organized the three great re- 
bellious wSich broke out simultaneous 
iy at Mncao, Amoy ami Sii.-sngliai just 
before the Taeplng affair, and they, 
aided by the "Koioa Hui" and the 
fanaticism of the religions Impostor 
wbo< called himself tho 
"Heavenly 


king." were mainly responsible for 
that outbreak. Thay have fomented 
trouble oa several occasions since then, 
and they are by a song way the most 
iiveterato entuiles whom tlie reigning 
Mantehoo ftaily has to fear. 
The 


'Black Flags." it may be remarked, 
are tbe hardiest as well as the bravest 
of all tlie people who make up the na- 
tion. 


Another great Chinese society—moro 


( Important from Its widespread distri- 


bution than the "Black Flags" ami 
actuated by the same motive—Is tliat 
known as the "Koloa Hui." Tbe au- 
thorities made an attempt last year 
to squelch this organization, but of 
course they did not succeed, though 
they contrived to capture one of the 
leaders, whom they executed with 
much circumstance of brutality. 
Tbe 


membership roll runs well into the 
millions, and it has its secret meetings 
In every ciry of China. Us members 
must commit murder at the command 
of the order. 
They are Initiated by 


the drinking of bot wine mixed with 
the smoking blood of a cock, killed at 
the time. The society counts Among 
Its members a large nnmber of nrtu.v 
officials, and tbe great viceroy of Kan- 
king, who died not long ago. was for 
a time an active member. The recent 
troubles in the Shangtung province 
were backed up by the "Koioa Hui." 


The oldest society In China Is tbe 


Triad society, known also as the "Sam 
Hop H"di," It has Its lodges, and there 
are flags, banners and umbrellas con- 
nected with It. It holds regular meet- 
Ings, ai.u IT forces influential Individ- 
uals to join Its organization if they 
are not amenable to persuasion. It has 
the power of life and death over its 
members, who have their own signs 
and passwords. You can tell, it is said, 
whether a man belongs to the order 
by the way he enters a house. Their 
motto Is, "Drive out the Tartars," and 
one branch of the society dates back 
to 1GC4 A. D., or '20 years after the 
conquest. 
They have been working 


to overthrow the government ever 
since, and one day tbey taay^sij.cgjeecL
